NUT HAMSUN, already known 
to American readers by his pow- 
erful study of primitive life, 
“Growth of the Soil,” is again 


‘brought to the attention of lovers of 


fiction, this time by a story called 
“Shallow Soil,” written, so the pub- 
lisher, Alfred A. Knopf, avers, dur- 
ing the middle period of his writing, at 
a time when he cdncerned himself par- 
ticularly with social studies of the pro- 
fessional and journatistic strata.
